fence Act, Chapter 41, Statutes of 
Canada, reads as foilows: 

“All the mate inhabiten:s of Can- 
ada of the age of 18 years and up- 
wards, and wader 60, not exempt cr 
disqualified by law, and being Br.t- 
ish subjects, shall be liable to 
vice in the militia; provided that 
the Governor-General may ‘requiro 
all the male inhabitants of Canada 
capable of bearing arms to serve in 
case of a levee en masse,’'

The devartment of agriculture at 
Ottawa supplied Graders fre: of 
charge to grade the wool. The Ed- 
monton Exhibition Associaticn ‘did 


their bit’ to the oxtent of furnisiing 
a building free of charge where tho 
woOol-could be received gnd storetl un- 
til graded and sold.’ Tenders were 
then asked for all the Biz Wool Buy- 
ing Houses, and an average price of 
27.27 cents per pound was obti:lined, 
for the Wool growers.

Wool will ony be han- 
died for those who have bezome mem 
hers of the assgciatlon, As last: year 
some of those who obtained bags

BEAT BACK THE ENEMY 


Ottawa, May 19.—How the men otf’ 
an Edmonton Battalion withstood !

In view of the'terrific bombardment

Lieut. R. 0. Arthurs, had leaped to 
their feet! From the shattercd para. 
pets a withering hail cf pullets from 
rifles and machine guns struck the 
advancing Germans before they had 
reached halfway. Bombs fell. among 
them thick and fast and in the fail- 
ing light many were seen to fall. Tho | 
impetus of their assault was broken 
long yards from our trenches. But of 
an ofginal party of ‘twenty, only 
two reached our line, an officer and 
a sergeant, Staggering blindly over 
the parapet both these men fell into 
‘our'trenches and were taken prison- 
ers. The non-commissioned officer 
died of his wounds within two hours, 
The officer who led the attacking par- 
ty had been hit seven times in . the 
fight leg, three times in the left, 
and once in the right arm, but had, 
nevertheless, reached his goal. 

Whether or not other assaulting 
Parties attempted to come across on 
this occasion ond were driven back 
by our fire is uncertain. It is con- 
sidered probable that they did, but 
in the darkness except at closest 
range, accurate observation is 
impossible.

NGW REPORT ON WATERWORKS 
OF CANADA 


| 


A new edition of “Water-works and ' 
Sewerage Systems .of Canada’ by 
Leo G. Dennis, has just been issued ; 
by tho commission of conservation. | 
In the present report the various 
physical and financial data respect- 
ing water-works have been brought 
up-to-date and a new section on seW- 
erage systems has been added. Tho 
book is a*royal octavo volume, hand 
somely bound in cloth, contains 176 
pages of text and is well illustrated | 
with 35 half-tones and five diagrams, 


In the year of Confederation there 
were only: 7 water-works plants in 
Canada; today there are 528. These 
have been built at a total cost of 
$123,725,633 and entail an annual 
maintenance charge of $4,558,539, 
The total daily consumption is 426,- 
877,000 imperial galons, which gives 
an average daily consumption per 
capita of 111 gallons, ranging from 
50 gallons in Manitoba to 143 in New 
Brunswick. 


There are 206 plants supplicd from 
springs or wells and 322 from lakes 
or streams. In 72 plants the watep 
is filtered and in 21 plants it is trca- 


” ted with hypochlorite, The munici-
